Dr. Paul xy Tupper of 4639 Berlin 
avenue was rescued Monday evening 
from Growning in the Mississippi 
River near _ Elsberry, Mo., 60 miles 
nerth of St. Louis. He and two com- 
panions tried to cross the river in a 
skiff and it became jammed in the 
ice. It was when they tried to walk 
to shore on the ice that the surgeon 
went through. 

In pulling Dr. Tupper out, one of 
his companions went into the water. 
It was half an hour before the three, 
half frozen, reached the shore and 
safety, according to a news telegram 
to the Post-Dispatch from Elsberry. 

Dr, Tupper went Sunday to operate on 
the child of a friend who lives across 
He started 
home Monday and decided, in order to 
take a short cut, te walk 12 miles from 
the friend’s house to the Mississipp! 
River, and row across in a skiff. His 
friend accompanied him, with a farm- 
hand. 

Six feet tall and of robust sievubinte, Dr. 
Tupper bore the long walk threugh the 
biting cold with ease. His companions 
manned the oars in the skiff and he sat 
tn the stern with his surgical case be- 
tween his knees, when the boat started 
on its perilous trip among the floating 
fee cakes. 

Approaching the Missouri shore, the 
ice floes thickened, and then the skiff 
jammed between them. The oarsmen 
tried to break a path for it, but could) 
not. They concluded therefore that the 
ice was strong enough to hold the 
weight of the party. 

To diminish the danger, the men de- 
cided to walk some distance apart. Dr. 
Tupper went ahead, stumbling over the 
rough surface in the dark. Suddenly

INVESTIGATION ORDERED 
Utilities Commission Instructed 


to Inquire Into Street and 
Residence Supply. 





The Board of Aldermen of Webster 
Groves has passed a resolution directing 


the Public Utilities Commission to find 
out why the Suburban Electric Light 
and Power Co. is not lighting the streets, 
in accordance with its contract. 

It was charged at the meeting of the 
board that the entire Fourth Ward has 
been without street lights since Nov. 2%. 
Alderman W. F. Biederman of the 
Fourth Ward in Webster Groves intro- 
duced the resolution. 

In a statement which he er Alder- 
man. Biederman declared that the com- 
pany was not fulfilling its contract to 
install street lights ordered by the board. 
He cited several instances where lights 
ordered last Manch and since have net 


| been installed. He pointed out a pro- 


vision in the contract requiring the com- 
pany to install lights within 90 days after 
they were ordered. 

Certain deductions are allowed the city 
for the time that any lights are not 
burning, but Councilman Beiderman says 
that the deductions are not sufficient re- 
imbursement for the time the lights are 
out. Biederman complains also that 
while there has been a decrease in the 
electric lighting rate te residence con- 
sumers, the mill are higher each month. 

The Public Utilities Commission was 
instructed to investigate both street and 
residence lighting, and the board decided 
to appoint a supervisor to test both 
services. A. C. Einstein, president of 
the Suburban Electric Light and Power 
Co., said Tuesday that he was rebuilding 
the street lighting equipment of Webster 
Groves and that caused some interrup- 
tion of service. 

“We have notified the Board of Alder- 
men when and where these interruptfons 
would occur,” said Einstein.

Sergt. Dowd, After 36 Years on 
the Force, Falls by the 
Wayside. 


After seeing Mary Garden’s perfor- 
mance of Salome at the Coliseum, Police 
Sergeant Edward Dowd, oldest police- 
man on the St. ‘Louis force became 
greatly excited. He tried to make an 
official report telling how he hag been 
unable to prevent a company of Roman 
militia from crushing a woman to death 
with their shields. ' 

Overcome with emotion he dropped his 
pencil and shuddered. 

‘It was a horrible murder,” he wailed 
as he sank into a chair at the Dayton 
Street Station and went to sleep. 

Lieut. Walsh suspended Dowd and pre- 
ferred against him a charge of intoxi- 
cation. Walsh gave the details of the 
investigation of Dowd’s conduct. 

Dowd was one of a special detail of 
policemen assigned te handle the crowds 
at the grand opera performance. After 
the audience was seated he looked in at 
the show and saw the thrilling climax 
in which Salome is killed by» Herod’s 
soldiers. — 

He fled from the awful scene and did 
net stop going until he fell exhausted in 
a bowling alley at Twenty-second street 
and Franklin avenue. 

At 1:30 a. m. attaches of the alley 
tried to start the Sergeant homeward, 
but he fell on the sidewalk just as two 
patrolmen came in sight. They took 
him to the Dayton Street Station where 
his ineffectual attempt to report the 
horrible murder of Salome aroused a 
suspicion that his excitement was due 
to something else besides grand opera. 
Dowd slept in the station until 6:30 a. m. 
when he was taken to his home at 2031 
Eugenia street. 

He was slowly recovering there when 
a Post-Dispatch reporter saw him. 

“I can’t remember all that happened,” 
he said. ‘“I went to the Coliseum un- 
der orders from Capt. Wilson of the 
Magnolia District, and I remained there 
until 11 e’clock, when Sergt. Smith re- 
lieved me. I was starting home, when 
I met a young man, whe seemed to 
know me. He asked me if I would 
take a drink. I had just one rhine 
wine and seltzer, but I can’t remem- 
ber where I drank it.

Here, and most compellingly, there is 
sounded in Richard Strauss’ music as in 
Oscar Wilde’s poem. the note ef tender- 
ness and of reverence that gives a sur- 
passing melody to score and words alike. 
It firkds an especially astonishing conces- 
sion in the Strauss score. 


The musical phrasing of Joha’s loving 
mention of the Christ—‘‘When He com- 
eth to thee—and to all who call on Him 
He cometh”’—is indescr © 
tremulous with adorati ‘of the Divine 
Son of God, infinitely pitiful in its of- 
fering of redemption to the foul girl 
displaying her body before his unseeing 
eyes, breaking, pathetically, in wistful 
sorrow for the world’s sia of which the 
girl is the embodiment. 

It was in his utterance of this soul- 
moving cry that Hector Dufranne caused 
John to become, instantly, and for all 
time in t memory of his heaxers, un- 
deniably : greatest of ‘“‘Salome’s”’ fig- 
ures, the one around which all its 
story revolves and in whose martyrdom 
for the Faith the opera, the drama, 
music and poem alike, find their highest 
justification. Dufranne himself .claimed 
and attained greatness at this supreme 
moment of the ‘‘Salome’’ night. 


The daughter of Herodias played by 
Mary Garden, red-haired, crimson-lipped 
of malignant beauty, beer. e an indel-- 
ible creation with tage e. oalng's pro- 
Bress. 

In the flight from the lustful Herod 
which first brings her upoh the stage 
she was as some wild and fierce thing 
of primal life. 

It was not the flight of virtue made 
fugitive by vice. It was the loathing 
escape of a sensual girl from a repellant 
male. 

This truth became evident when, but a 
moment or so ‘ater, her eyes feasting’ 
upon the skin-clad figure of John the 
Baptist, a passionate and undisguised 
carnal love gripped her soul ahd made 
itself instantly audible ina brazen woo- 
ing of the holy ascetic. 

From that moment, too, the shadow 
of tragedy fell upon Salome’s brow. 
John prophetically, saw this shadow and 
voiced his vision of it in conjunction | 
with every curse leveled at the girl’s 
pagan soul. Herod felt this shadow~ 
“There is a wind that blows—I hear in 
the air something that is like the beat- 
ing of wings—like the beating of vast 
wings!"—and never was the shadow 
lifted thereafter. \ 

The tragic power revealed in Mary 
Garden's interpretation emphasized this 
sense of impending and inevitable doom.* 

Her voice ‘was the utterance of trag- 
edy itself, her face a tragic mask—and 
when, at the play’s final moment, with 
one cry of blended love and vengeance, 
with one hand resting upon the bloody 
hair of John the Baptist, the girl Sa- 
lome goes down to death under the 
heaped shields of Herod’s soldiers, last 
night's Coliseum audience had wit- 
nessed an achievement in uttermost’ 
tragedy - beside which the Phedre of 
Sarah Bernhardt’s playing alone justly 
may be classed for sincere greatness. 

And to this achievement of Mary Gar- 
den as Salome had been attuned 
throughout the night, an ofchestral per- 
formance that creates a new art of 
drama told in music. The evening is 
never to be forgotten. As for the lewd 
dance and the passion-solling desecra- 
tion of the one sacred figure in “‘Sa- 
lome,” they do not exist as we had 
been led to believe they existed. The: 
one teaching of the work is the teaching

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

If the persons who always talk or write about 
economy could only see to what a degree it is 
practiced in the homes of the rich they would 
shut up about it. I have worked in various 
hemes in the West End of this city for 10 years, 
and I don’t see where the extravagance comes 
in, when there is often’ not enough food left for 
the maid, especially meat, much less ig there any 
thrown away. Tea and buttered toast often con- 
stitutes the midday lunch; thé maid, who prob- 
ably has been working hard all morning, gets 
nothing else, either. These rich (7?) ladies fuss 
about a 10-cent scrubbing brush if it wears out 
too soon, or willfully neglect’ to bring home a 
10-cent bottle of vanilla, so the cake has to be 
baked without it, to save the few cents. They 
do not use a dollar a day for food, because. if 
they did they could set a bountiful table for four 
persons, perhaps a little more in summer, when 
more fruit and vegetables are bought. 

For the few cents that are to be saved at 
bargain sales they run all day and wear them- 
No man, or very few of them, would 
think of running like that for a few cents. If 
economy is needed, preach it to the men; it is 
more necessary. They think. nothing of throw- 
ing a dollar away, provided it is for themselves; 
many @ man who earns between $700 and $800 
a year takes $4 a week for his spending money, 
which is too much-—2 a week is enough for 
any poor man to spend.

NEW YORK, Jan, 3.

The stock market showed moderate 
strength at the opening of speculation 
Tuesday, gains being general throughout 
ths list. Trading was professional, how- 
ever. The London market was irregular 
and generally lower. 

The general statistical review of the 
old year shows in many respects ghe 
most remarkable development in the 
country’s wealth and progress. The 
gold production for the year broke all 
former records by $10,000,000 or $20,000,000. 
The American harvest was the coun- 
try’s largest, its aggregate value ap- 
proximating $9,000,000,000. Bank clear- 
ings in the West and Southwest broke 
all recortis, while in the East the re- 
turns were almost entirely unfavorably 
influenzed by the lack of speculation in 
New York. Dividend disbursements be- 
ing distributed today approximate $220,- 
0,000, easily passing all records. Rail- 
road gross earnings for the year foot 
up $2,835,000,000, or over $220,000,000 more 
than 1909, and $214,000,000 over the pre- 
vious high record of 1907. Despite the 
unusual increase in railroad expenses, 
the year’s net returns will show over 
$3,000,000 over 1909... These are fundamen- 
tal conditions on which the country’s 
prosperity is based. 

Offsetting these are surface conditions 
which influence sentiment pessimistical- 
ty and make for uncertainty in busi- 
ness. These are the unknown outcome 
of the Government's dissolution suits 
against the Standard Oil and American 
Tobacco companies; the question as to 
whether the railroads are to be per- 
mitted to advance freight rates, and a 
possibility of a downward adjustment of 


tariff schedules. 


Regarding the Government suits it 
may be confidently asserted that their 
outcome has been made a Wall street 
bugaboo. Even an adverse decision 
may quickly prove a bull card.. Since it 
will open the way for immediate action 
by the corporations involved to read- 


j dust their business on lines to more 


closely conform to governmenta! ideas. 
Corporations will be in a position to see 
what is required of them. It is the un- 
certainty of not knowing where they 
stand that has been a drag on the 
rrarket and business generally. 

On the question of freight rate in- 
crease official opinion differs greatly. 
But from the-manner in which wages 
are being advanced, in the face ef rail- 


|foad statements showing startling net 


decreases from excessively high con- 
struction, despite gross increases, it ap- 
pears that inside sources are confident 
of an increase. If so, the really strong 
point in favor of advancing markets 
is carried.‘ President Ripley of the 
Atchison, in a year-end interview, says 
that the railroads are now $250,000,000 to 
$300,000,000 behind in necessary expendi- 
tures. This money and more in con- 
struction will be spent if the railroads 
are permitted to advance freight rates. 
From this it can be seen what an im- 
portant factor is the rate question. 

As tegards the tariff, the general 
opinion prevails that nothing of im- 
portance will develap at this session. 
In the future, however, the tariff ques- 
tion will become one of grave impor- 
tance to the market. —
